Of course, the critical shortage of teaching Sisters con- 
tinues. Pastors are doing their best to supply this lack 
by engaging lay teachers. It is understood that no child 
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Wil be turned away unless it is utterly impossible to 
provide necessary space and teachers. We realize that a 
minimum age limit for beginners will result in disappoint- 


ment to some parents but we have no choice but to enforce 
1 impartially in all cases. In view of the problem that 


confronts us and the effort we are making to solve it, no 
600d Catholic parent will take lightly the obligation of 
‘ending his children to our own schools. I do not believe 


hat parents with a number of children in school should 
© charged tuition for each child. The school is an integral 
art of the whole parish and should be supported by the 
tributions of the whole parish.

| Bishop Pursley noted that the 


heart of youth is normally opti- 
mistic. This natural impulse to- 
ward perfection, when wedded 
to the vision and the power of 
grace, “can do mighty things for 
the glory of God and the good of 
man,” he said. 

Christian optimism, unlike the 
secular view of life, “tells us that 
we were not made for this world,” 
the Fort Wayne prelate asserted. 
“It tells us that we can do nothing 
to improve this world except by 
loving God and refusing to live for 
anything else,” he said. “Con- 
trary to all short-sighted specula- 
tion, this is the only way to free- 
dom, happiness and peace.”
